It is officially announced that the first 
step in bringing about the surrender of 
the fortress to the Japanese and British 
forces occurred, at midnight, when the 
infantry charged and occupied the mid- 
dle fort of the line of defense. In this 
operation they took 200 prisonsr. 


It was in the middle of September 
that the real attack 
began, although 
preparations for the taking of the G(!r- 
man stionghdid in .\sia were begun im- 
mediate!\' afttr war was declared on 
August 15. 


C'rov.d.s collected 
everywhere 
today 
and ninny procc-ssions were formed, tlie 
enthusiastic people dragging about witli 
them floats decorated with flowers as a 
symbol of victory. Japanese and British 
flags are floating everywhere 
through- 
out the city. 


The final and successful attack on 
Tsing Tau began shortly after midnight 


Friday morning and the first inroad by 
tiie allied forces, which was largely in- 
i strumental in the fall of the place, wad 
the taking of the middle forts of the 
first line of defense. 


This was accomplished by a brilliant 
charge of infantry and engineers led by 
I tlen. Yoshimi Yamada. 
Simultaneously 
' with the charge of Gen. Yamada others 
were made, the troops, dashing forward 
with cries of "Banzai.'' 
Taitung Chen, 
the fortification on the east, fell at r):o.5 
in the morning. 
Chung Chiawa was 
captured soon thereafter, with its tM'o 
heavy cannon. 


A detachment of the first line occu- 
])ied the litis, 
Bismark 
and Moltke 
forts at mid-morning and the enemy 
hoisted the wh'ite flag on the weather 
astronomical station adjoining the gov- 
ernor's office.

«ione much toward changing the condi- 
tions Jii the mines and has even ap- 
|jeared before parliament in behalf of 
the welfar(! of his equine friends. 


"They are bonnie wee animals, qa!et 
find docile, and their work was to drag 
the tubs, or 'hutches,' we called them 
full of coal up to the main 
haulage 
From there the loads were taken up by 
big horses. 


"1 worked in practically every minf 
around Hamilton. 
There were ponies 
in all of them„ and there are ponies 
there to this day working 180 to 25(. 
fathoms deep. 
In the lowest portion?- 
of the mines the passages have lo^^ 
loofs, so that men have to crouch at 
they go along, and the space is not big 
«•nough for horses. 


"I have known a pony kept at work 
from 7 o'clock in the morning until 4 
in the afternoon, and then taken out 
again at 5 and made to work until 7 
thfc next morning, and 
then 
all day 
again. 
The poor little animals have tc 
work three shifts without sleep. I've 
»een that, honestly. 


"The willing pony gets all the work 
The result, is he is soon worked out. A 
prnys 
life in the mines is not more 
than four or five years, though undci 
ordinarj- conditions a Shetland will live 
twenty years."

Eoadhouse. 


^ Whwi the paople of Washington town- 
ship read in The Sentinel Friday evea- 
inu that Lewi» Smith had published no- 
tice of his intention to apply for a 11- 
oensa to reopen the infamous Hiser road- 
house, on the Goshen road, they were 
furious. 
On Wednesday they had, by a 
majority of eighteen votes, declared the 
township "wet," but by far the larger 
number of those who voted that way by 
no mean« wanted 
it 
understood 
that 
they were favorable to the opening of 
:the Hiser place or any other saloon in 
the township. They had in numerous in- 
stances voted "wet" on assurance that 
no saloon would be licensed in the town- 
ship. 
Their votes were asked against 
the "dry" cause 
on the ground of 
a 
principle hostile to prohibition. 
They 
yielded and the township went 
"wet.- 
When, therefore, they learned that with- 
in thirty-six hours after the result of 
the vote wan known Lewis Smith had 
published his application for a license, 
their wrath was intense. 
Scores who 
had voted "wet" openly declared 
that 
they would sign a remonstrance against 
Smith if he persisted in his 
attempt. 
There were loud denunciation of Smith's 
move as a blind for Hiser to reopen his 
roadhouse under a license he was unable 
to obtain in his own name. 


^ e county commissioners declare that 
no license,will be granted to Smith. 
It 
is believed that Smith will yield to im- 
portunities of people in the 
township 
and in the city and withdraw his appii- 
oation. 


"You cannot make it too strong—the 
oonunissioners will not grant to Lewis 
Smith or any other man a license to 
opsin a saloon on the Goshen road o* 
any other part of Washington township 
outstde the city," declared William C. 
Schwier, of the board of commissioners. 
"I speak for Mr. Butt and Mrs. Black ,no 
Ims tham myself, and there will be n« 
backing away from this stand. 
It will 
be time wasted and an effort worse than 
tuelftss for any one to come here to get 
a liesnss fWm this board for that pur- 
pose. 
The fact that the township voted 
*wet* does not mean the people want a 
; saloon. 
The people out there can In two 
days Jet enough signatures to blankot 
the township with a remonstrance. 
If 
Smith's application is not 
withdrawn 
there is sure to be a remonstrance. 
But 
whether or no, there will be no Uçense 
granted. • 


Smith, the applicant for license, called 
on the board of oommissioners Saturday 
afternoon and talked over his purpose. 
He gave the board the most positive as- 
surance that George Hiser was not back 
of the move to reopen the roadlioiiHC. 
but that gained him no comfort from 
the men who will pass upon his applica- 
tion. He said it was his purpose to de- 
tach the old dance hall portion from the 
Hieer building, remove it to a point 187 
f-^et north to get it beyond the forhidd^n 
:V)ur hundred foot 
radius of a school 
; ouse, establish the saloon in that and 
a grocery In the part of the build- 
remaining on the present site. Smitn 
went to consult his attorney after leav- 
ing the commissioners. 


In the circuit court Saturday

ing Justin Scott, driver for a water com- 
pany, was found guilty of indeceisb ex- 
posure and Judge Eggeman 
fined 
him 
$10 and costs and gave him a euspendert 
acntcnce of thirty days in jail.

The election returns can be explained 
in the light of industrial conditions al- 
most entirely. 
It is not necessary 
to 
go into any refinements as to local is- 
sues. 
Just examine the particular part 
of the country and see whether the peo- 
ple have good or bad times and the vote 
will 
show, if good times, an endorse- 
ment of things as the.y arc, or a t least 
not a. ^ote of return to reaction; and 
if had tintes, a protest against things 
as tliey are and a vote of repudiation.

Vigils of American Relief Workers in England's 
Capital

UTSIDE the Ix)ndon railway sta- 
tion crowds hung expectant. 
The 
police kept them back to let taxicábs 
roll in and out. 
A,body of young fellows 
in new khaki uniforms swung through 
whistling "It's a Long, Long Way to 
Tipperarj'." 
The crowd cheered, the» 
lapsed into silent waiting. 


"Show your^colors," admonished men 
selling the little flags of tbe Allies,, and 
"For God's sake buy a flower so I can get 
food for the children," begged a flower 
woman, offering fresh roses for a penny 
and lucky white heather for tuppence 
ha'penny. 


Men, women and children with strange 
looking bags and bedding came out of tht 
station and filled several taxicabs. They 
were fleeing from the desU-uciion of their 
homes in Belgium and the English mur- 
Áured their sympathy. 


This was the scene that passengen» 
from the tops of buses on the Strand 
saw outside Charing Cross daily. 
The 
condifíóna were shnilar at the Victoria 
Station. T4ie men and women, the boys 
and girls were at these» places because 
they thought that wounded soldiers were 
coming. 
For a sight of men touched by 
the /u-uel finger, of war, they were willing 
to ptand through many weary hours,

While meeting trains w«S only one of 
the many activities of the Amei-icart Re- 
lief Committee, which" was organized at» 
soon as the war wag declared, it was a 
very important one: 
The railway sched- 
ules were so demoralised that not evon 
the station masters were willing to pre- 
dict when trains would arrive or how 
many passengers they would carry. 
All 
that was certain was that there would 
be unfiappy; frightened, helpless Ameri- 
cans arriving and t b a t ^ whatever cost 
of time or strength ^ w y 
must be met 
and helped by their fellow c^ntrymen 
who were familiar with London and who 
had ample resources "to draw upon for 
their assistance/ 


One night, after the war bad been in 
progress several weeks and the number 
of Americans arriving in London was 
supposed t o have diminished, the little 
band was waiting from seven in the even- 
ing until midnight, when the first section 
of the boat train pulled In, bringing only 
the vanguard of hundreds yet t o ^ m e .

Wherever a problem has to be solved 
Ampricruas often devise methods startling 
in their boldness and the success with 
which auxiliary operations of apparently 
insuperable difficulty are carried out. 


When the problem on the ord'^r of the 
day in the electrical industry was to 
produce a reliable tungsten filament, Ger- 
man inventors took an ingenious but sim- 
ple way of alloying tungsten with nickel, 
and thus obtaining a filament of the 
most difficult to fuse metal, and whidi 
conld be drawn to a certain extent. 
It 
did not give a final solution of the prob- 
lem, hnt served its purpose for the time, 
and that was enough for them. 
It re- 
mained for Mr. Coolidge, an .American in- 
ventor, to resort to the extremely daring 
plan of drawing tungsten while hot, at a 
temperatui'e close to the melting point of 
steel. 
Special methods to do it had to be 
designed, special dies, made of diamond, 
produced; fiwaging machines, the very 
name of which was up to then unknown 
abroad, employed, and finally a new 
product, known as drawn tungsten wire, 
obtained—a true monument to the engi- 
neering progress and daring in

country.

According to the latest figures for 
1913 the twenty Latin American coun-

It requires credit informa- 
tion bureaus, collecting agencies in South 
America which can be relied on, and es- 
pecially banks to handle the draft and 
collection machinery. 


jTist a few days ago a jobber from 
Brazil ^viho used to get all his paper from 
Germany 
came to New York to buy 
10,000 tons of pixper, but wanted a ninety 
days credit, snch a.s he used to get before. 
He could do nothing, because nobody 
knew anything about his reliability 
or 
how to handle his paper after it was 
accepted. 
A step in this -direction al- 
ready has been made through the estab- 
lishment of a branch of the National 
City Bank in South America, but it is 
only a step, and compared with the 
dozen>s of European banks, with their 
hundreds of branches, a very small step 
at that. Fortunately, the Federal Bank 
law makes the establishment of foreign 
branches possiblo, and there is a hope 
that the success of the National City 
Bank (from the experience of European 
bankvs in South America there hardly can 
be any doubt that it will be a success) 
will attract other banks into this grow- 
ing and prosperous part of the world. 


The next fundamental necessity is a 
proper 
system

No reliance in this 
connection can be placed on foreign lines. 
In the first weeks after the beginning 
of hastilities the freight rates on goods 
shipped from New York to Brazilian

TRANSPORTATION LINES, of which 
all but one are <rwned by foreigners. 
For example, freight on electrical ma- 
chinery has gone up from $8 to $21 per 
ton. 
There was a reason for that be- 
cauvse of increased insurance rates and, 
in the early days of the war, increased 
demand for transportation from New 
Y'ork ; but the fact remains, jievertheless

This is all the more important 
in view of the fact, <00 little realized 
here, that the America south of the 
equator is not only Southern but also 
Eastern America. 
As a man puti t once, 
the west side of the Panama Canal is 
east of the east side. 
It is, therefore, 
nearer to run across from Ix)ndon than 
from New York, and foreign lines have 
no advantage in patronizing shipping 
along the arc of a bow when they can do 
it in a straight line. 


And that is not all. 
A large part of 
the billion dollar imports is represented" 
by goods shipped to take care of per- 
manent improvements such as tramway 
lines, railroads, power plants, 
harbor 
eqxupment, machinery of all kinds, &e. 
All this machinery is selected by engi- 
neers pf the companies who are in charge 
of the works, and who naturally will give 
preference to their home industries, partly 
for general reasons and also because they 
prefer types with which they are fa- 
miliar. 
In other cases, and this is the 
majority, the country oi origin of all that 
is bought for the company is settled at the 
time of promoting the company, 
the 
banks that undertake tihe promotion re- 
serving the purchase of supplies to their 
country. 
Gvermany has been especially 
insistent on this clause in all its con- 
tracts of promotion, and that was to a 
large extent the secret of the success of 
German trade in South America. 
Jf 
concerns continue to be promoted with 
German or British capital it is rather 
difficult to hope that they will be willing 
to buy their equipment and supplies here. 
WHAT HAS TO BE DONE, THERE- 
FORE, IS TO PEOVIBE CAPITAL 
FOR 
INVESTMENT 
IN 
SOUTH 
AMERICAN BUSINESS, ESPECIAL- 
LY PUBLIC UTILITIES. 
The fact 
that this country cannot yet finance all 
its own business without European in- 
vestments need not trouble us'at present, 
because it will be good business to obtain 
capital for native concerns abroad, where 
the rate of interest is such aa to attract 
European capital, and to invest American 
capital in South A°ï®ï"ica where condi- 
tions warrant it. 
European capital will 
flow hero because the security is goodj 
and rate of interest better than can be 
had in Europe under similar guarantees. 
On the other hand, American banks in 
South America, after becoming fapiltar 
with local conditions, political ^nd eco- 
nomic, can easily do a thriving prmnot- 
ing business.

The war will brfng a healthy change 
in this respect. 
It will first raise the 
price of labor in Europe, as over.v war 
has done, through higher cost of living 
due to destruction of property, and also 
to a certain extent due to the loss of 
a large number f»f workers. 
The war 
will al.'io force European manufacturers 
to insist on profits on their exports hy 
f'ufting ont the rfhates, special credii.s 
and other political helps to exports, ow- 
ing to the insistence on economics which

Bat big as the South American market 
is, there are just as many possibilities 
elsewhere, some of them being much 
easier to get hold of and to keep. 
In 
some cases it seems unreasonable that 
this chance has not been taken before. 
W^ile the United States is considered 
to be by far the best maker of machine 
tools, Germany has exported them to 
the value of $25,000,000 a year; A large 
amount of this German export went to 
British possessions, France, 
Belgium, 
Russia and the Bast. 
In most of these 
countries German salesmen will not be 
very popular for quite a time, and Amer- 
ican ingenuity in tool building enjoys a 
very good reputation. 
There are open 
markets for $30,000,000 in cast iron pipe, 
orders for a good part of which this 
country could obtain, and $6,000,0^ in 
road locomotives aod road roUers in 
Russia,

In a niuuber of instances the business 
brought ÍO tiiis country by the war is 
not attractive, and American concerns 
have done right in declining to handle it. 
Thus inquiric^s have come from Europe 
for unfinished iron and steel materials 
to cover up i.ho loss of supplies from Ger- 
many. formerly at the rate of some 600,- 
000 ton.T a year. 
This was declined 
because it is not in the interest of Ameri- 
can industry to sell half-finished goods 
and thus deprive the workmen of this 
country of the most remunerative part 
of thi:» i.vork. 


On the whole we see that just as in 
the import, business 
there have been 
neglected opportunities to which the war 
has called attention, so much has been 
overlooked in the field of American ex- 
ports. 
It 
be hardly an exaggpra- 
tiou to express the belief (and it could 
be substiintiated by figures) that in a 
couple of years ihe difference in the 
trade balance of the United States in 
Ihi- intensified export.s and reduced im- 
ports -nill show something like $1,000,- 
000.000 a year; and that means several 
hundred million dollars in the pay en- 
velopes of American workmen.

In addition to markets, the United 
States 
wants

amounts of capital to build its railroads, 
finance the growing production and opén 
new fields tr) commerce. 
This money 
came from Europe and had to. be ob- 
tiiined in strenuous competition with the 
i European 
govomraentü, 
which 
ware 
' doing ;.ll they could to .get every penny 
tliat the popiilalion could spare for tho 
armaments of their armies, for the con- 
structi<m of fleets, building of what is 
known as strategic railways and main- 
taining lhat expensive system of ad- 
ministration which a militaristic system 
nu'kes abKt)lutely ncccssary. 
In addi- 
tion, that placed such a burden on the 
people that the amount of their savings 
was materially rcduccil. Now the United 
State.s, wiiich has to draw upou the sav- 
ings of Europe and lias good invest- 
ment.s to offer to them, is most vitally 
interested

It is for this reason that the United 
States is interested in seeing (apart fro 
purely humanitarian considerations) tho

As a pretext for war that of the na- 
tive soldier of India, which brought on 
the Sepoy Mutiny of lSr>7, was centainly 
novel. 
The mutineers claimed that the 
cartridges they were compelled to use in 
a new rifle adopted were greased with 
tallow. 
These cartridges had to be torn 
with the teeth. «As Hindoos were forbid- 
den to use cow's fat. making them handle 
the greased cartridges was , declared a 
deliberate scheme to insult and degrade 
them. 
As a matter of fact, when the 
English government heard of the anti- 
cartridge murmurings it was arranged 
that the Sepoy should not have to use a 
weapon that would be repugnVit to ^m. 
But as the real cause for the mutiny was 
deeper than this, having to do with the 
spread of discontent by native princes 
against the English conqiierors, the with- 
drawal of the cartridge cause was of no 
avail. 
The Sepoy rose and the mutiny 
spread. 


Another famous pretext 
for war is 
said to have followed .the vbit of the 
Duke of Buckingham to France in the 
year 1G26. 
He met the French Queen, 
Anne of Austria, and was deeply smitten 
with her grace and heauty. 
l i e con- 
trived a private audience at whicTi'he de- 
clared his-devotion. 
As tlie Queen'was 
at bitter enmity with the political master 
of France, Richelieu, she only half re- 
fused Buckingham's offer of service. He 
sprang to the chance and upon tbe prom- 
ise of another meeting when he should 
prove his love in some manner emlnenflV 
agreeable to the Queen he hastened back 
to England. 
He-iuduced King Charles I. 
to fit out -a fleet, place him at the head 
of it and give aid to the Huguenots b^- 
in^ besieged at La Rochelle by Richelieu 


Cato a Grouch. 


About the year B. C. 
had yoru hoen 
sitting iu the gallery 
of the 
Roman 
Senate you would have been compelled to 
-take notice of the champion grouch of his 
^ ^ day, a rough, stern, red haired man with 
protruding teeth, known through all these 
centuries as Marcus Porcius Cato, the 
Censor. 
He spoke often and always with 
a "slam" at those who liked to take 
things easier than he. 
And always when 
be finished v/hat he had to say in criti- 
tisin of your shortcomings he wound up 
with these immortai 
words 
"Delenda 
est Carthago."' 
This .sentiment :—"I voté 
that Carthage no longer be," or "Also, 
Carthage, methinks, ought utterly to be 
destroyed"—was expressed in season and 
<nit uf season, no matter whether old Cato 
was talking on the Panama Canal treaty 
of that day or speaking against an eight 
hour law for the chariot driveft. 
He 
pounded it home all the time that Car- 
tilage, the rival of Rome, should be de- 
Ktroyed. It made no particular difference 
that 
Carthage 
hadn't 
done 
a 
thing 
against Rome, she ought to bç annihi- 
lated. 
And so the grim-old grouch has 
/taken his niche in history as the un- 
rivalled advocate of a PRETEXT FOR 
WAR. 
Since his time there have been

ships, we have an instance of peace dele- 
gates signing a peace document in which 
there is not a single word relative to 
guaranteeing the ve.«sels of 'the United 
States from search. 
Territory captured 
during the war was listed for restoration 
by both nations, and some minor matters 
of boundary between the United States 
and Canada settled. 
But not a word 
ahout firing n shot across the bow of an 
American ship and conducting a forcible 
search. 
You may say this is as it should 
be. 
Why bother about unpleasant mat- 
ters iu making a peace? 
Just so, and 
similarly when you want to make war 
don't bother about the Unpleasant real' 
causes. 
The pleasanter pretexts will do. 


The Mithridatic Wars, B. C. 88 to 
B. 0. 63, were brought by Rome against 
Mithridates the Grealt, King of Pontus, 
a man of remark^le energy and genius.

• Result of Alcohol 


The inlluence of alcohol as a detri- 
mental factor in inheritance 
is ' one 
Avhich has not readily 
lent itself 
to 
convincing experimental 
proof in 
the 
past. 
During the last fotir years Pro- 
fessor iStockard, of the ('ornell univer- 
sity medical school in >.ew York city, 
has been engaged in a study of the ef- 
fects of alcohol in herc^dity. 
He 
has 
demonsti-ated conclusively that the germ 
cells of male guinea-pigs can be so in- 
jured by alioAvihg the individuals to in- 
hale the fumes of alcohjol that they give 
rise to defective 
offsprmg 
although 
mated Avith vigorous females. 
The .ex- 
tension of these unique investigations, 
in Avhich the offspring from the treated 
animals Avhich reach* maturity are usual- 
ly nervous and slightly undersized, have 
further shoAvn that 
the effect of 
the 
injury of the germ cells is not only ex- 
hibited by th^ immo<liate offspring of 
.alcoholized' animals, 
but 
Ts conveyed 
through their descendants for at least 
three generations. 
Th^re are many in- 
stances of matings folloAved by nega- 
tiv^e results, or early abortions, stillborn 
young or, defectives. 
Aji instructive il- 
histratioii Avas afforded in a case in 
which two of the four young animals 
were completely eyeless, the 
eyeballs, 
optic nerves, and chiasma being absent. 
S'i.h defects results according to Stock- 
ard, from the injury ori^nally inflicted 
on the germ cells by the experimental 
trgatment. 
Yet this injury may have 
been received by 
earlier 
generations 
only. .Thus \he parents of the guiiiea- 
pigs mentioned, Avere untreated, 
.¿heir 
tour grffndgarenta-Avere also untjoated, 
but their 
great-CTan<^father8 av«u:c all 
; alcoholized and tneir great-grandmoth- 
ers were all normal animals. . The de- 
fective eyes /of descendants are due^ to 
impaired development,/^ot/to the 
di- 
rect actio^i of alcobol.y Plairily tho gejpm 
cell is actually weakened.'if not disabled 
by the alcohol treatment and all indi- 
viduala, arising from combinations iñ- 
volyiífg such a" germ cell are likely to 
4»e belo^ normal.

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Seeding Meadows 


and Pastures

There Is probably 
no 
agricultural 
practice 
regarding 
which 
there 
Is 
greater difference of opinion 
among 
f a r m e r s than that of the methods of 
seeding meadows and pastures. 
This 
Is largely due to the fact that a stand 
of either clover or grass is dependent 
upon many factors, such as weather 
conditions, soil, and quality of seed.

Where these are sown together it is 
customary to sow the timothy In the

the fall. 


The term "nurse crop" is applied to 
the Kmall crop with which clovers and 
grasse.s 
are 
frequently 
sown. 
Rye, 
wheat and 
oats are commonly 
used 
for this purpose, and are ranked for 
their 
efficiency in 
the 
order 
given. 
The function of the nurse rrop i.s not 
to directly aid the clovers and grasses 
may 
he suppo.sed 
but 
rather 
to 
Ir'^^p down the growth of wild grasses 
r.; 
weeds which may crowd out and 
• ' •'-roy 
thii 
young 
plants. 
Where 
wppds do not bother, the clover and 
grass 
will 
always 
mcko 
a 
better 
growth alone than where they must 
compete with the grain crop. 
Under 
favorable 
conditions, 
however, 
one 
can usually get a good stand with the 
nurse crop and some returns may be 
had f r o m the land while the meadow 
Is getting started. 


"Where timothy and clover are sown 
with a nurse crop the first crop of hay 
Is u.-^ually obtained the year following 
the har\-est!ng of the nurse crop, al- 
th' ugh on the beet lands a fair crop 
o^ clover may sometimes bo cut the 
same year they ar<^ seeded. 
The first 
crop 
Is usually 
almost 
pure 
clover, 
the 
second 
about 
an 
equal 
mixture 
nf clover o-nd timothy and 
if left a 
third 
year, the crop will be 
almost 
pure 
timothy. 
Where 
sown 
alone, 
either In fall or spring, a fair crop 
of :;ay, although frequently more or 
If-.;- weedy, may he ah.alned the 
first 


A stand of timothy may be main 
tained for several years but red ck)ver 
Is a biennial and most plants die at 
the end of the second year, eBpeciali> 
If allowed to seed. 


Beekeer>t:r3 themselves 
know 
that 
no matter how bright and 
favorable 
the 
prospects 
are 
there 
is no 
cer- 
tainty of tl-Le crop until It is actually 
secured and with the comb honey I 
might say until it has been taken ofE 
the hives and graded for sometimes 
it will happen 
that there Mill be a 
fair crop stored in the hives in sec- 
tions nearly ready to come off, when 
the flow may suddenly cease and a 
large 
part 
of 
the 
sectionB may 
be 
partially or wliolly unsealed. 


In some ca;se8 the honey m a y 
be 
sealed and off the hives and on com- 
ing to grade It part of the crop m a y 
he unsaleable on account of bee-bread 
in the sections. 


Such instances have occurred 
with 
me and no doubt with thousands of 
others. 
There Is so much pollen here 
that 
colonies 
that 
did 
not 
swarm i 
would oftimes carry it iiito the sec- j 
tlons: 
but 
years 
ago 
I accidentally ^ 
learned how to almost entirely over- ' 
come this by changing the places of 
the combs on the hives. 
This was i 
done to discourage swarming. 
| 


It is by no means an easy task to ' 
obtain 
readily 
well-filled 
sections, 1 
though 
if the sections are 
properly' 
prepared and placed upon strong col- 
onies or swarms standing near 
fields 
or white 
alslke 
clover, 
or 
similarly 
good honey-breeding crops, the 
bulk 
of the sections will generally be well 
finished. 
i 


The great secret of obtaining well- ; 
filled 
sections is to crowd the 
bees. 
Thl.=; is- done in two w;ays, either by 
removing 
the 
outer 
f r a m e s f r o m 
a 
strong colony and substituting dum- j 
mies 
at 
the 
commencement 
of 
the 
honey flow, or by giving a vei^r strong 
swarm 
limited 
room 
in 
the 
brood • 
chamber when hived. 
j 


By adopting the f o r m e r method the j 
crowding 
has 
a 
tendency 
to 
cause 
swarming, 
but 
so 
long 
as 
the 
fine ^ 
weather continues, and the bees have : 
ample but not too m u c h super-room, 
so long will swarming, as a rule, be 
averted. 


It is where there comes a change in 
the weather, compelling the bees to 
leave the super and f u r t h e r crowd In 
the brood chamber t h a t swarming ll 
practically certain, unless during the 
time they are crowded, work in the 
form 
of comb 
building is given 
by 
substituting empty for full framea in 
the brood 
chamber. 


I have found that it Is difficult to 
get the begfinnsr to see the importance 
of keeping the full working force of 
the colony together during the entire 
honey flow. 


They nearly all Beem to think that 
the more colonies of beea they have 
the more honey they will get and it 
is not easy to get them to understand 
why it is that a good strong colony 
of workers will gather a surplus of 
5 0 to 
7 5 pounds of honey, while if 
they had been divided and two col- 
onies made out of them they would 
probably not have given their owner 
any surplus honey at all. 


I a m becoming more and more con- 
vinced of the value of drawn comba. 
Supers containing eecticns with 
full 
sheets of foundation do very well, but 
it Is plainly seen that those 
super« 
containing drawn combs are 
entered 
more quickly, filled with honey 
and 
capped over. 


If you wish to know if a colony is 
preparing to swarm, by building queen 
cells, or if you wish to cut out cella 


from a colony that has swarmed 
in- 
stead of taking out each frame, stand 
the hive up on end and kneel down in 
f r o n t of it. 


Most of the cells are on the 
bot- 
tom of the combs. 
You can drive the 
bees back with very little smoke and 
easily see two-thirds of the way 
up 
between the combs. 
It is very sel- 
dom that a queen cell is f a r t h e r up 
than this. 
If one is yon can see it 
by looking down from the top. 


If you wish to cut them out yon 
c.an do it in this way with less than 
one-fourth the work 
and 
time 
used 
in taking out each f r a m e ; and 
also 
m a k e a sure Job of It, for in handling 
the frames, the bees, unless we brujsh 
or shake them off. are in our way, 
especially in the bottom of the combs 
where most of the cells are. 


This plan also disturbs the bees less. 
Anyone with a little practice can tell 
for a certainty 
whether 
there 
Is a 
queen cell or not without 
removing 
a f r a m e In a hive with f r a m e s not 
deeper than the stiindard and having 
a narrow bottom bar. 
This cannot be 
done with 
loose f r a m e s unless 
they 
are held by spacing strips. 


Toward 
the 
last of the crop 
tho 
bees would best be crowded a little 
for room, for if too mlich space is 
given they will be building additional 
new combs and scattering their honey 
while it is best to have aJl the cells 
sealed, if 
possible. 


There is no longer any danger of 
swarming by narrowing the available 
space to the minimum in each 
hive 
and we m a k e sure of better 
results, 
securing more finished sections. 


Until veiT recently the most difBcult 
and not the least dangerous of opera- 
tions in the apiary was the removal 
of Bupei^; but with accurately 
fitting 
parts and the avoidance of all Incen- 
tive to the building of brace combs, 
the 
difficulty is removed, 
while, 
by 
the use of bee s c r a p e s the bees will 
leave the supers without disturbance. 


A Profitable 


Bock of Sheep 


The 
small 
f a r m e r 
should 
always 
have a flock of sheep on hand as these 
animals are one of the most profitable 
Investments that he can handle. 


The following Is an account of the 
proceeds derived from a floc-k of 85 
grade Shropshire ewes in one season 
in Virginia: 


This 
flock 
received no special 
at- 
tention, so far as feed and care were 
concerned, 
although, 
of 
cours«, 
at 
lambing time they were well looked 
after. 
The ewes that did not 
take 
to their Iambs naturally were induced 
to nurse them If possible, if not, then 
these neglected lambs were raised on 
the bottle, but in the entire flock of 
S6 lambs there were only two 
that 
had to be raised by hand. 


The owner of this 
flock 
tells 
me 
that his 35 lambs netted him 
$6.50 
each on the farm, that the wool f r o m 
the 35 ewea and one buck sheared an 
average of six pounds each, and netted 
30 cents the pound. 


This makes 3G lambs at $6.60 the 
head, $2.*?4; two hundred and sixteen 
pounds of wool at 30 cents the pound, 
$64.80; total. $259.80. 


These sheep were allowed the run 
of 
fields 
that 
had 
good 
grazing 
on 
I them the m a j o r part of the year and 
during 
the winter season 
when 
the 
weather 
was 
very 
severe 
the 
little 
flock 
was given a ration of hay, but 
they were never given any grain. 


W'hen the snow was on the ground 
or the 
nights 
were very 
cold 
they 
wore put up in the hay barn and just 
fed hay, a mixture of timothy, grass 
and clover. 


I thought that there mlarht be many 
farmers considering the purchase of 
a small flock, go give this illustration 
of w h a t can be done with a few well« 
bred sheep at a minimum 
expense, 
BO f a r as feed and attention are con- 
cerned.—J. M. B,, Virginia. 


FRIENDS AND ENEMIES 


By K. A. GKIMES. 


There are other things beside seed 
and soil to be considered, If we In- 
tend to get our pay for all the work 
we do on the farm. Plenty of enemies 
are always lying In wait ready to profit 
by our labors If we do not keep our 
eyes cpen and our wit» working. 


Most of these belong to one or the 
other of three classes, Insects, 1t>trds 
or harmful plants. 
The greatest num- 
ber belong to the first and last classes 
as there are really only a T«ry ferw 
birds that deserve to be pleu;®d on our 
blacklist. 


Even these few are perh^j» mor« 
harmful to other things than to-grow- 
ing plants, so we will not have to con- 
sider 
the 
question 
of 
blrd-eownleB 
very seriously. 


We 
call 
harmful 
plants 
"weeds." 
Many 
of 
these, 
such 
as 
mustard, 
dandelion are quite valuable In their 
proper 
places, 
but 
when 
we 
plant 
corn or vegetables, we naturally do 
not want to raise something else. 


Someone defines a weed as "a plant 
out of place." which seems a very gt)od 
definition. 
, It takes as much of our carefully 
prepared plant food to grow a spike 
of quack grass as it does to raise a 
stalk of timothy, and as much to feed 
a jimson weed or a Canada thistle as 
a tomato vine or a corn hill. 


Such uninvited guests are no better 
than robbers and must be treated with 
little ceremony. 
Whenever you see a 
field 
purple with 
Canada thistle 
or 
white with the lovely but bijurlous^ 
ox-eye daisy, think how much food 
has been wasted tliat might have gone 
to nourish hungry people. 


13ven the fence corner weeds draw 
the strength from the soil a long dis- 
tance away and should be kept cut 
down. 
We do not want to waste on 
weeds the plant food we have taken 
so much pains to get ready for ou.- 
own crop. 


If no on© ever I«t a weed go 
to 
seed It would not take lon^ to get 
rid

of them all. 
Count the seeds that a 
single weed will produce in one season 
and then trj' to imagine the damage 
don« by letting even a dozen of them 
mature their seed. 


You will then see how carelessness 
tn this one regard has made untold 
trouble for the farmers ever since the 
first w«ed seed was dropped on the 
first farm. 
It is this carelessness that 
has forced 
authorities 
to 
make 
so 
many law« for gettlng^ rid of them. 


If the w«eds are cut In the fall and 
the tops burned before the seeds are 
rjp« on© great step has been 
taken 
toward keeping them out of the crop. 
Then watch for them as they come up 
and keep them cut off Just above tho 
surface of the ground. 


No irlant can grow if It has no leaves 
to take in the air and sunlight, al- 
though the roots may live and struggle 
for a Ions time to produce a top. 
As 
long as they do so they will 
keep 
drawing the useful elements out of the 
solL 


If a field has been badly infested 
with weeds it is best to plan for a 
crop that will need frequent hoeing, 
as if they cannot readily be gotten at 
they will be sure to run out the de- 
sirable plants. 


Among 
the insects it is harder to 
tell our enemies from our friends and 
the Insect pest is the hardest of all 
to 
fight. 
Indeed If it were not for 
the aid given by the birds it would be 
almost 
Impossible 
to keep them 
in 
check. 


It is a good thing to protect the 
birds and let them look after the bugs. 
One robin or blue-jay will do more 
toward thinning out these troublesome 
creatures than many boys could do. 


Although the jays and 
black-birds 
have a hard name as mischief makers, 
careful experiments have proven that 
they do vastly more good than harm. 
Birds also eat great quantities of weed 
seeds, especially the quail, which be- 
gin to run with their young at a time 
when these are getting ripe. 


They may be considered fairly en- 
titled to the little grain and fruit they 
require tn return for the good they do. 


Among tho Insects themselves are 
some helpful varieties. 
The spotted 
lady-bird, 
the 
wasp-like 
Ichneumon 
fly, the powerful tiger beetles, some 
of 
the ground 
beetles and 
all 
the 
classes of bees are useful. 


Space will not permit these 
little 
friends to be described or the work of 
eaoh to be specified, but any boy can 
learn a great deal about insects by 
careful observation. 


Another useful little friend is the 
toad. 
Ninety-eight 
per cent of 
the 
toad's food is said to consist of worms, 
spiders 
and 
such 
Injurious 
Insects. 
Each toad's service as a bug-de?troyer 
Is estimated at $20 per year. 
They 
certainly should be protected in everj' 
way possible. 


' "ITie little earthworm, or angleworm, 
though the humblest of all creatures, 
Is a very useful friend. 
It works down 
through the soil and tends to keep it 
light and mellow and also brings up 
to the surface considerable quantities 
of thé lower, or subsoil. 
It does no 
harm in any way. 


The best plan is never to take the 
life of anything until you positively 
know that it does more harm 
than 
good. 
A mtle life, even that of a 
bug. Is a wonderful thing and what 
the great Creator has seen fit to allow 
we shotdd ba slow to deastroy.

allows opportunity for wood destroy- 
ing fungi to gain an eutranoe. 
Onoa 
started 
their growth 
will 
eventually 
desjtroy the whole tree. 
Severe head- 
ing back and clearing out of the dead 
and fungus infested wood followed by 
cultivation and fertilization should be 
resorted to. 
In some instances it may 
be necessary to top-graft to renew the 
head of the tree. 
The full results of 
such treatment do not show t,he first 
year. 
Great care should be taken not 
to leave wounds through which 
th« 
spores of fungi can gain an entrene« 
to cause f u t u r e decay. 


During the past few ye&TS a large 
number of shade trees in the north- 
eastern part of the United State«, and 
also the middle states have been af- 
fected 
with 
staghead. 
The 
trouble 
appears to have come chiefly from the 
root system, but exactly what causes 
It, Is not definitely known at the pres- 
ent time. 


There are many varieties of shad9 
trees affected in this way, and 
this 
means their ultimate distruction, since 
those that do not die outright 
will 
never 
recover 
their 
tops, 
and 
are, 
therefore, worthless as specimens of 
shade trees. 
This dying back is par- 
ticularly noticeable on elms. 


A characteristic feature of trees af- 
fected with staghead, more cor 
icu- 
ous in slowly dying trees, may be seen 
in the Increase of the heartwood and 
decrease of the sapwood. 
The wood 
of the dying trees Is very brittle, and 
the limbs and branches fall oflt .easily. 


Old trees reaching the end of their 
grand period of growth, usually sliow 
the same characteristic and for tht» 
reason they, too, become 
dangerous« 
Many of the limbs and branches fall, 
a large percentage when there is no 
wind 
and 
where the atmosphere 
Is 
unusually quiet, ©specially during Oc- 
tober and November, after the 
have fallen. 


DESTRUCTIVE INSECTS IN BIN AND GRANARY

Of the tv.'elve or thirteen species of { 
beetles attacking 
stored 
grains, 
not 
more than five or six are commonly 
found at work in the farmers' bins. 
To these may be added four Bpeciea 
of small rnoths, of which the Angou- 
mols grain moth is the most serious 
pest attacking ripened corn, and the 
meal 
moth 
and 
tho 
Mediterranean 
flour moth the serious ones in meal, 
bran, or any of the ground grain prod- 
ucts. 
The farmer applies the 
term 
"weevil" to all of these insects. 
The 
measures to be employed in the con- 
trol of these Insects are both prevent- 
ive and Insecticidal. 


As a preventive measure, all the old 
grain should, before the new crop Is 
stored, 
be 
removed 
and 
the 
floors, 
walls and ctlllngs of the bin? thor- 
oughly cl-MLned. 
If the granary has 
been badly infe«t«fl, it should be fumi- 
gated. 
Cl«anltness Is very important 
In preventing Injury by these insects. 
Dust, iilrt. rubbish, refuse grain, flour 


and 
meal 
serve as breeding 
places. 
Frequent agitation or handling of the 
grain 
-will 
destroy 
many 
of 
these 
moths, because they are unable to free 
themselves from a mass of it and per- 
ish In the attempt. 


Fortunately, it matters little what 
Bpecies nnay be causing the 
trouble, 
for all succumb to the same treatment. 
The simplest, most effective and Inex- 
pensive remedy for all Insects Infesting 
the farmers' grain stored in ttirht bins 
Is 
careful 
fumigation 
with 
carbon 
bisulphide. 


If the building is reasonably ttght, 
one 
pound 
of 
carbon 
bisnlpnlde 
is 
sufficient for every seven hundred cu- 
bic feet of space, or one pound for 
every one hundred bushels of gratnf 


The building and bins must be made 
as nearly alr-tlght as possible in order 
that the vapor may reinaln in all parts 
of the space in full strength and for 
the required time. 
The vapor must 
enter all cracks and crevices by dlf- 


ftissfon. 
The 
doors 
and 
windows 
should be arranged bo they r^n 
be 
opened from the outside when fumiga- 
tion Is completed. 
Care should 
be 
taken to have everything ready and In 
Its place, so that after the first vessel 
has received Its liquid it will be un- 
necessary to stop to a<SiuBt anything. 
Everything should be done to avoid 
unnecessary 
delsprs and to facilitate 
the rapid evaporation of the IlQutd. 


The liquid rfbould be placed tn shal- 
low pans or dishes as high as poeslble 
in the bins or building, atnce the vapor 
is heavier than air and settles to the 
tower 
TOTts. 
It should be well dis- 
tributed, havlnff not more than a hatf 
pound tn a plaoe. 


If 
a 
building 
of 
more 
than 
one 
floor is to be fumigated, the operator 
should begin on the first flodr and 
work upward, and after placing tho 
liquid In the second story le«re the 
buHdlng through a window that he 
can close after hhn. 
If hnposslble to 
get out from the upper story, the caiw 
bon bisulphide should first be distrib- 
uted 
there, 
working 
downward 
as 
rapidly as possible to avoid the set- 
tling vapor. 


The bins or building should be al- 
lowed to fumigate from 24 to 36 hours. 
Doors and windows should be opened 
wide and the buflding or bins aired 
thoroughly one or two hours before 
entering. 


The vapor of this liquid is highly 
inflammable and exploirfve. 
No 
fire 
or light of any sort should be allowed 
about the building wh^te the fumiga- 
tion Is in progress. 
Tbe application 
should always be made In daylight, for 
artificial light of any kind Is danger- 
ous. 
Electric lights must not be used, 
since when turning them on or oft 
there is always danger of prodnoing 
a spark. 
Nor is it safe to have heat 
of any kind in the building while the 
fumigation is in progress.

That crown gall and hairy root ara 
serious diseases cannot 
be 
doubted» 
That they may be much more serious 
tn some localities than 
others, 
and 
upon some plants than on othera is 
equally true. 
In some sections of the 
east it may be said that they are most 
injurious on cane fruits, especially red 
raspberries. 
In 
other parts of 
the 
country they frequently pro'v^e very In- 
jurious to peach, c h e n y and 
some- 
times to apple trees.

apple grows these spot* are replaced 
by russ4Aed blotohes. 
In severe oases 
the fruit may become distorted, irreg- 
ular and sometimes cracked. 


Much of the Injury from bordeaux 
may be avoided if proper attention is 
given certain factors which hare more 
or less to do with its ooourr«ace. 
Too 
strong bordeaux should not be applied 
3-8-SO mixture is recommended. 


Cmwn Gall on Cherry, 


Certain varieties of grapes and benr- 
ries are also more smoeptlble 
than 
others. 
The dlseaa© is not necessarily 
fatal, but diseased trees are frequently 
more or less stunted and sometimes 
die from the effects of this disease. 
The root system of many varieties will 
be Imperfect and the trees can 
be 
readily blown out by storms and can- 
not produce the maximum 
crop 
of 
fruit. 
Certain varieties when aflfeoted 
will 
produce 
a 
much 
smaller 
crop 
than healthy trees. 
Such trees will 
occasionally produce good crops, but 
do not thrive and produce as well as 
healthy trees under the 
treat- 


ment. 
When the disease is predomi- 
nant at the crown, the possiblUty of 
growing fruitful trees, evari of 
the 
hardiest varietleU, is grettly rs4uoe4.

Yser from the sands of the North 
sea coast to the ruined town of Dl.t- 
mude, the situation today in the un- 
emotional language of the French

was 
"relatively quiet." 


Along the rest 
of the battle Hne, 


which stretches across France, im- 
portant advantages are said to have 
been won by the allies. 


Today's official French statement 


says that the 
British and French 


forces have repulsed German attacks 
•long the entire fion: and that north 
of Verdun, where the territory has 
long been disputed with exceptional 
ferocity, two villages have been cap- 
tured by the allies. 


The fighting there 
has 
«11 but 


ceased and the tide of battle has 
rolled southward, leaving behind it 
the countless dead, whose torn bodies 
are stretched thickly over many a 
field. South of Ypres, on the line ex- 
tending down over the French bor- 
der to Arras, the Germans are pre- 
paring another 
furious 
onslaught, 


spurred on by their emperor. 
The 


main battle there upon which de- 
pends so much for the Germans and 
allies alike, has not yet b,egun. 


Pending decisive developments on 


any of the European fields of battle, 
the fall of Tsing Tau held first place 
In the attention of military men to- 
day. 
Official 
reports 
from Tokio 


show that it was not without desper- 
ate resistance that the German gar- 
rison, vastly outnumbered by British 
and Japanese, gave up the fight. For 
days the German forces had been 
subjected to a withering fire from 
land and sea. At last the central 
fort fell before the impetuous at- 
tack by the Japanese, whose bravery, 
says Tokio, rivalled that displayed 
In the historic charges on Port Ar- 
thur. 


Tokio today is celebrating with an 


outburst of popular enthusiasm the 
fall of Tsing Tau, which occurred 
after a siege of about three weeks. 
The vice minister of the navy states 
that Japan will hold Tsing Tau until 
the war is ever, when she will "open 
negotiations" with China. 


Notwithstanding Russian claims to 


overwhelming success in the east, 


there is nothjng to show that the 
German -and 
Austrian 
forces have 


met greater disaster, and although 
they were compelled to retreat they 
apparently were able to fall back 
upon strongly fortified positions se- 
lected in advance. 


Of the fighting on land and sea 


brought about by Turkey's entrance 
to the war, little was learned today. 
Turkish officials at Smyrna are .said 
to have made further seizures of ves- 
sels of hostile countries and the Rus- 
sian general staff in Caucasia reports 
that the Turkish forces which at- 
tempted an offensive movement have 
been driven back with heavy losses.

Estimates of the number of men un-

Constitiftionalist agents here say 
Aguilar has flO.OOO. heavily armed and 
provided with, machine guns and field 
artillery. 


Carranza's idea is believed to he to

FAMOUS MERMAID.

1-Yancisco, Cal., Nov. 7.—Miss 


Nell Schmidt, the famous jncrmaid of 
the Pacific, whose exploits have been 
heralded across two continents, would 
have it uia.de necessary for every school 
boy and gtrl to master swimming before 


being allowed to graduate, so thorough- 
ly convinced is she of its benefits. 


"There should be swimming tanks or 


pools in many spots of every city where 
children could go and be taught how to 
keep themselves on top of the water," 
she said here recently. 


"If more girls went into the 
water 


more," continued Miss Schmidt, "many 
doctors would have to pull down their 
signs and go out of business. ' Swim- 
ming ia as near perfect an exercise as 
anything the human being can engage 
in, bringing all-round development and 
robustness. 


"Children, as a rule, like the water, 


and many more would go swimming if 
cities provided them places to splash in. 


"People tell me that the water makes 


them sick if they stay in long. I pre- 
sume it does. The reason is they don't 
go in often enough. One must get ac- 
customed to «>ter just as one gets ac- 
climated to various weathers. 


"I have remained in the water—and 


cold water—as long as seven hours at 
a stretch and have felt no bad effects. 
I was not chilled after my three-hour 
swim in crossing San Francisco bay."
